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1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. 
Robarts et al (6,842,877) disclose the generation of a grocery list together with information associated 
with where to get the items in the list; the user's location is monitored and when the user is within a 
predetermined threshold of the store, a notification is sent to the user (20:13-42). Treyz et al (6,587,835) 
disclose an in-home electronic device to create a grocery list wherein the electronic device may be 
associated with a refrigerator-mounted computing device such that family members may add items to the 
list and wherein the list may be maintained by a service provider and provided via a wireless connection 
during shopping (10:25 - 11:61). 

2. The claim numbering in the amendment of 7/25/05 is incorrect with respect to presented claims
